His two upper hands hold the Sword of 
Wisdom and the book Pragndparamita or Franscendal Know- 
ledge; the two middle hands the bow and arrow ; and the two 
lower ones the vajra and vayra topped bell; while the two main 
hands are in the Dharmachakra mudra diffusing Knowledge. 
Seated on the padmasana upon the rectangular throne upheld by 
two demons supporting two branches of the flowering Utpala or 
blue lotus. Copper, heavily mercury plated with gold; 17 in 
high, by 84 in. by 54 in. 

Around the base of the throne is an inscription in one of the 
seven old newari dialects: Shree! Shree! Shree! (“ Sacred,” a 
dedicatory word) ‘“‘may the Soul of the Saint for ever be 
remembered by the golden figure in memory of my father Gyan 
Ratna (a posthumous Buddhist name) with a great and sacred 
motive. Samvat 901” (according to Nepalese computation = 
1781 A.D.) ‘‘nuinrashi mittarashi Dasni” (an astrological con- 
junction). ‘‘ Dedicated to the Temple on Monday, the day the 
Saint died ” 

It is believed that the soul of the deceased having been absorbed 
in the divinity is reflected by the figure thus dedicated.
